Human nature is much the same in every trade and occu- 
pation, and undoubtedly there are operators who are eager to 
take advantage of public need to extract unrighteous gains. 
There are others more numerous who have been led to adopt an 
expensive method of production during thc strike in expectation 
that they will thus defeat thc union. The public which pays 
the bills'has, however, s'onyjUiing to say. 


Mr. Hoover is now moving slowly in his attempt lo check 


prices, because of the present necessity to obtain voluntary 
action from the operators. 
If worse come to woi>o. however, 


congress will provide Mr. Hoover with sufficient legal weapons 
to control prices. It is a matter of simple justice that thc strike 
be not used as a cloak to conceal profiteering, and the far-sight- 
ed operators will do well to bring their recalcitrant associates 
into line. 


The questions which are still separating the miners and the 


operators are all capable of being justly handled by a com- 
petent commission appointed under federal authority. This 
must come soon, and the sooner thc better it will bc for all con- 
cerned.
